Washington Dazzled by Speed ‘ol Hugo Bezdeh’s

East vs. West game here this afternoon by the gcore of 21 to 7. That 
score would have been much larger but for the sarprisingly strong play- 
ing of Washington. There had been so much talk about Penn State 
and ite wonderful attack—eame that tied Harvard, 21 tw 81—that the 
Washington fans expected their team to be overwhelmed and swamped.. 


Bo when Washington, after being: 
swept off its feet in the first half, 
rallied and held the Lions in most 
of the second, and even scored a 
touchdown on line bucking after 
a Penn State fumble, 20,000 per- 
sons in the Washington stadium 
went wild with joy. 

The Penn State defense did not 
Class with Ks offensé, but that 
amazing attack surpassed anything 
that has ever been seen on a west- 
ern football gridiron. 

In evidence thereof, consider the 
Statistics of the Penn State of- 
fensive. In the course of the} 
game, Penn State made a total of 
twenty-nine first downs from 
scrimmage. That was exclusive of 
firet downs from at passing 
Plays and from alties. 

Penn State gained by rushing a 
Grand total of 452 yards and that 
includes only one dash of as long 
as 20 yards, most of it being torn 
off in plays of 3, 4, 56 to 10 ofr 15 
yards. Nor does it ome ge yard- 
age gained from forward passes 
or from running back of punts 
and kick-offs. 

SNAPPY WORK. 


Penn State made 114 plays from 
scrimmage. To gain an idea of 
the remarkable speed in running 
off plays that means, consider that 
in the California-Washington State 
in Portland last Octqber 15, 
Jalifornia made only orty -four 
lays from scrimmage and Wash- 
neton State thirty-nine, while 
against Oregon Agricultural Col- 
lege Washington State, directed by 
the snappy Moe Sax, made sixty- 
nine playe from scrimmage and 
was’ considered to have played a 
fast game. 

Yet, Penn State today made not 
far from twice as many scrimmage 
omg as that and many more than 
alifornia and Washington State 
in their big game, ran off between 
them. 

The whole crux and foundation 


of Penn Btate'’s offensive were the 
speed at which the plays Were run. 
it seemed impossible for human 
beings to play football faster than 
those boys did today. 

Their plays were based on the 
old Oregon plays of 1916, but with 
a finish and a polieh that Bezdek 
has added since those days. The 
old Oregon shift was theré but ex- 
ecuted with twice the snap of the 
Oregon days. Penn 
into the ¢eharge right 
shift, the hike to one side and 
then the plunge being almost syn- 
onymousr 

SPEED’S THE THING. 
he interfererice was exactly the 


éame as it used to be at Oregon, 
but the preliminary motions, bet- 
ter screened the attack. The of- 
fensive combined a strong, sweep- 
ing interference with a “suck” 
play. . Speed was the key of that 
attacks 

This rare execution of attacking 
play was made ble by a fre- 
markable backfield. Killinger, 
rated as the probable All-Ameri- 
ean quarterback, lived up to the 
most extravagant of his advance 
notices. He was a streak, this 
Killinger, a flash, an elusiv 
stepping, plunging young demon. 
If his hole wasn’t made for him 
he'd find another and then, like as 
not, fool the secondary defensive 
tackler by a peach of a sidestep. 
He gained by his own efforts, did 
Killinger, a total of 166 yards 
from écrimmage plays. And if you 
seek a comparison for that, com- 
pare it Wieh.the 154 yards that 
mighty Hollis Huntington ripped 
off against Harvard in that New 
Year's game at Pasadena two

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OUNTAIN HOME BUILT 
OF CANYON BOULDERS. 


Native Rock Used by Late Doetor 


. to Construct Unique Cabin in 


Natural Setting. i

Almost any Southern California 
canyon has a rustic cabin or two 
tucked away in its fersiest re- 
cesses, but Roberts Canyon, & 
a branch of the San Gabriel Can- 
yon, boasts a in the like of 
which the writef has never known 
to be reproduced. Like a trans- 
planted perfect 'bit of England's 
famous prehistoric curiosity, Stone- 
henge, stands the im- 
pregnable stone cabin planned and 
built by Dr. Frances BE. Williams. 
Only in this instance instead of 
remaining as a remnant “of an 
ancieut peoples, this cabin now ex- 
ists in an idyllic setting @s & 
memento from one who, loving na- 
ture to @ pvit nothing short of 
worship, invented as his play, the 
construction of this cabin, which 
appears a natural feature of the 
locked-in canyon. Dr. Williams. 4 
prominent orthadondist of this 
city, was killed in an extraordi- 

accident two 
on his way to 
his engineering 
genius, the remarkable cabin and 
adjacent quarters for ouse. 

A first glance, this cabin, upon 
which more than $6000 was ez- 


pended for materials alone. al- 
though the naturai rock of its 
walls were had for the taking, 


is doorless and windowless. Where 
there is not a rock, cement .ob- 
scures 60 much as a crack, As & 
matter of fact, pulleys open the 
cement windows, and a lock which 
will be unbreakable when finished, 
protects the great double doors 
This iock is the invention of a lo- 
cal machinist, H. B. Jensen, who 
assisted Dr. Williams in the bulld- 
ing of his cabin, purely for friend- 
ship’s sake and a similar fine ap- 
preciation of open spaces. 

CABIN IS NAMED. 

“Rough Hewn,” . Willams 
named his cabin. Built of the very 
rocks from the bed of the brook 
that dashes past ite western side, 
and with its northern wall \actually 
formed of huge ‘dboulde halt 
buried there by the elem the 
eabin and its courtyard and 
staired terraces seem a component 
part of the enchanting woodland 
spot itself. 

Six years were consumed in the 
construction of the cabin, Dr. 
Williams employing all of his free 
days in this manner. 

The cabin iteelf measures 24 by 
80 feet with walls several feet 
thick and ng itself to a height 
of ten feet. At the southern end 
is a huge fireplace with a swing- 
ing crane and a unique arrange- 
ment for draft. Adjoining the 
chimney ia a 3 by 4-2o0t Dutch 
oven. The storehouse but

“Yon orphan has a lean and 
hungry look.” 

Paraphrasing the immortal] bard 
——-this expresses the general pub- 
lic’s opinion regarding the little 
children raised in orphanages. 


But genera! public is wrong 
if it looks to find lean and hungry, 


kiddies in the orphanages of Los 
Angeles. 

Under the present-day system of 
wholesome food and plenty of 
outdoor exercise established in the 
charity institutions here the 
children placed therein fare far 
better than in the average private 
home, where little or no is 
given to their diet. 

This assertion, is borne out by 
statistics recentiw gathered by 
members of Dr. William R. P. 
Emerson's staff, during their re- 
cent efforts to assemble classes of 
children to use for demonstration 
purposes at the Nutritional insti- 
tute now being condacted here by 
Dr. Emerson. 

Boys and girls were selected 
from various public echools of the 
city for these classes. A targe 
proportion of underweight children 
were found, and then it was de- 
cided to augment the number with 


a selection of orphans from the 
Revini Coelli orphunage. 

Just 140 little girls are sheltered 
in this institution on North Hill 
street. Most of them looked 
pretty healthy and sturdy, but the 
Emerson Institute workers .se- 

ed a group of seventy of the 
eanest-looking ones and put them 
through a course of weighing and 
measuring. All but two MIittle 
orphans, two out of 150 In the 
institution, were weighed and 
found—not wanting.

DEMAND FOR‘HOMES 
AT MODERATE RENT. 


CHAMBER HOUSING BUREAU 
SAYS APARTMENT PRICES 
STILL STAY HIGH. 


Houses renting for from $50 to 
$65 a month are in demand at the 
Chamber of Commerce housing bu- 
reau, according to a report made 
yesterday. Both furnished and un- 
furnished houses are needed for 
out-of-town visitors. 

Although a decline its noted by 
the bureau in rents for houses 
there seems to be no reduction in 
apartment-house rents. This its 
explained by chamber officials as 
due to the enormous numbers of 
houses being bulit. Due to the 
rapid bullding program the  bu- 
reau also notes a slight falling off 
in the number of calls compared 
with last year. 

As the chamber’s housing bureau 
is for the exclusive use of tour- 
ists and has been regarded by 
many as an emergency bureau. 
this decrease in applicants indi- 
cates that houses are more easily 
found that, et this time in 1920, 
but does not mean that fewer tour- 
iste are coming in. 

The demand for dpartments and 
flats is as great as in previous 
years, but there is an oversupply 
of sleeping rooms on the listings 
of the bureau. The only shortage 
is noticed in houses renting for’ 
$100 and less and apartments for 
those with moderate incomes. 

Decrease in house rents has been 
found to be from. $5. to &15 a 
month and in many instances $25 
reductions have been made. 

Listings with the bureau can 
be made in person or through the

WHAT BOOKS 
FOR CHILDREN? 


Suggestions to Those Who 
Are in Dou at the 
Christmas Time. 

BY LALLJAN FORD. 
Thousands of distracted parents 
and uncles and aunts and ought-to- 
be parents are concerned just now 
over what book to give Johnnie or 
Mary for Christmas. The timid and 
conservative desire above al] to 
give an “improving book,” but are 


disturbed for fear the young per- 
react | 


son receiving it may fail to 
as intended. Surely a gift should 
be one to give pleasure to the per- 
son receiving it, if not to the donor. 
Shall the ability to give. pleasure, 
then, be the test in selecting books 
for girls and boys? 

In general, the answer is in the 
affirmative, for a book that does 


not appeal to a child may conceiv-— 
ably help to turn him away from | 
reading, instead of leading him in| 


that direction. 


There are plenty of books writ- | 


ten for boys and girls that are full 


of information, of moral implica- f 


tions, of ethical suggestions. 


Fhese™ 
might do much good if children 


would accept them. But the trou- 
ble ia, they won't. You may lead 
a horse to water, etc., and the same 
is true of children in regard to 
certain books. You may present a 
boy or girl with a highly improv- 
ing book, but unless he or she 
reads it with interest you have done 
nothing but clutter up the house 
with another book, and perhaps 
have helped to destroy the lilusion 
that reading is a pleasure. 
Theoretically, children, especial- 
ly boys, like books of the “how it 
is done,” and “how it is made” va- 
riety. But actually many of them 
refuse these altogether. 
book, to have an appeal, must be 
filled with a sense of the drama of 
life, must have human interest. It 
must not be “gushy” or “talky.” 


There is a series of books treating | 


of the story of cotton, the story of 
wool, etc., that well illustrates what 
such books should not be. Rolla 
or Artie or Polly is here pictured 
as learning from a fond relative or 
friend the inside facts about such 
industries on the very ground on 
which they flourish. But the style 
is banal, the conversation so arti- 
ficial and the sugar-coated pilis of 
information so unpalatable that no 
normal child should be expected 
to swallow them. 

Then there is a large number of 
science and nature books, all con- 
taining much valuable information, 
but striving so hard to be interest- 
ing that they succeed only in being 
tiresome. There is an artificiality, 
a basic falsity in the method of 
such books that doom them from 
birth. The trouble is that the 
author is pretending to tell a story, 
while what he is really doing ix 
trying to teach a fact or a number 


of facts. Perhaps some meek chil- | 


dren take such sirupy concoctions 
of fact and fiction with grateful 
guips, but this is not true of the 
children encountered somewhat in- 
timately by the writer. 

There are, however, nature books 
that children like. Roosevelt's 
energetic accounts of his ranch and 
hunting experiences satisfy many 
boys, Ernest Seton Thompson's 
books are always popular, Hagen- 
back’s account of the training of 
wild animals has a wide appeal, 
and there are some soundly scien- 
tifie books on repti'es, on moths, on 
butterfiles and kindred subjects, all 
well illustrated, that few children 
fail to find Interesting. 

Biography children will frequent- 
ly read, but they seldom cry for 
it, as they use to do for a certain 
soothing syrup. History written 
Clearly and dramatically, without 
too many dates, they will read 
without too much urging. Boys like 
plenty of battles in their history, 
some of them even’ reading with 
avidity Crecy’s “Fifteon Decisive 
Battles of he World” as well as 
“The Rook of Battles.” As 
to the advisability of approaching 
history from this angle, each per- 


‘gon must have his own opinion. 


Thus far we seem to have dis- 
cussed echildrers dislikes rather 
than their likes in bookax And 
yet, almost all children wax en- 
thusiastic over some books. Every 
children’s librarian knowre when 
she hands a boy an adventure story 
by the right euthor that he will 
draw delight from it and return 
it with beaming face, as he pro- 
nounces it “great.” Writers of 
such stories for boys include 
Tomlinson, Sabin, Heyliger, Bur- 
ton, Schultz, Quirk and many 
others. 

This does not mean that some 
of the authors that adults have 
pronounced firet class do not ap- 
peal to boys. “I find it impos- 
sible,” declares a schoo! librarian, 
“to keep up with the demand for 
Mark Twain's books and with those 
of Booth Tarkington that appeal 
to boys. ‘Penrod, ‘Penrod and 
Sam’ and ‘Seventeen’ seem to de- 
light them all, girls as well as boys, 
from 12 years up. ‘Tom Sawyer’ 
and ‘Huckleberry Finn’ are alike 
read by boys and girls, who fre- 
quently ask with genuine yearn- 
ing for more Tor Sawyer booke. 
‘Tom Sawyer Abroad,’ however, 
seems not quite satisfying, while 
"The Innocents Abroad’ arouses no 
enthusiasm. ‘A Connecticut rankee 
in King Arthur's Court’ has been 
much read since it was presented, 
in an absurdly modernized version, 
in photoplay. 

Most Boy Scouts like books 
which tell of the adventures of 
members of their fraternity. Boys 
also like fiction in which a youth- 
ful hero is described as taking 
part in the work of the world. 
“The Young Engineers.” “The 
Young Forester,” “The Young 
Train Dispatcher” and similar 
books are a never-failing source of 
pleasure to boys from 12 to 15 or 
16. Tomlinson and Burton S8Stev- 
enson are two authors that please

There is evidence that 
Bolshevik Russia and various 
groups of Chinese insurgents are 
working together. 

The Peking government has gone 
to pieces and it is idle to ignore 
the possibility of grave danger to 
foreigners in China. 

Ten years after the downfall 
of the Manchus, nothing iw left of 
the high hopes of 1911 but ashes 
as black and ae bitter as Peking 
dust. The Manchus destroyed 
themeeives. The last days of em- 
pire were shaped by the “rate and 
foxes,” the concubines and eunuchs 
of the Forbidden City. 

ONLY FEW SINCERZ. 

After Yuan Shih-Kai overturned 
the Dragon throne there was «a 
grotesque pretense of republican- 
ism and reform. A scant few of 
the new masters were enlightened 
and sincere. They never had «a 
chance. They were brushed aside 
by the “wolves and weasels” who 
usurped the prerogatives of the 
Son of Heaven. These men had 
learned one thing from the West -- 
the easy money possibilities in for- 
eign loans and native loans. They 
auctioned off the rich resources 
of their own country and grew 
fat in the process. That is why 
the Chinese are howling against 
foreign loans, no matter how really 
wholesome and helpful the foreign 
proposition.

TALKS INTERVENTION. 

The hard task now confronting 
America and the other powers ts 
the necessity of convincing the 
better element among the Chi- 
nese that they must act together 
or accept foreign intervention. If 
the powers persist in procrastina- 
tion, beyond any doubt there will 
be a serious crash in China and 
ultimate intervention under less 
favorable conditions. If the pow- 
ers admit the truth, confront the 
Chinese at Washington with the 
actual facts of their own case, say 
to them that they must pick a pro- 
visional government and accept 
foreign technical assistance all 


along the line, the Chinese (to 
avoid foreign intervention along 
military lines) will provide the 


necessary nucleus; I am satisfied 
that the bulk of the Chinese who 
count would welcome such an an-‘ 
nouncement. 

All the Chinese need is an hon- 
est government. They will thever 
get that while the temptation to 
boodle is ever present among Chi- 
nese officials. ere must be rigid 
control of every cent of Chinese 
revenue and expenditure. Other- 
wise, any and every plan will fail. 

Mr. Chow Tzu-chi will be in the 
United States when these facts see 
the light. He ts officially a high 
spot among the Peking delegates 


to Washington. Actually, I am 
told, he is “going to put over a 
big business deal.” t te in 


accordance with Chinese prece- 
dent. Mr. Liang Shih-yi, his old 
associate, is named as “the man be- 
hind the Shanghai mint contract 
scandal,” which has hurt American 
prestige in China. Mr. Liang and 
Mr. Chow have amassed wealth 
while their nation has been going 
to the dogs. 

Mr. Yeh Kung-oho, their protege 
and pupil, has fought a hard bat- 
tle against temptation. He is very 
popular among Americans and Brit- 
ons in China. He is the unger 
of the “Three Gods of ealth” 
said to be financially interested in 
pulling the wowl over the eyes of 
the powers. That is pitiful, if true, 
and the worst of it is:that it is 
merely the inevitable fate of any 
Chinese official who tries to play 
reformer among the Chinese 
“wolves and weasels.”

IN TRANGLE OF SEA. 

In the first of two boats which 
I have selected for illustration I 
sailed tnto the Straits of Tartary. 
There was @ rough sea, the en- 
gines etopped and we peered down 
through the engine room hatches. 
Some adjustments were being 
made to ease the strain on the vi- 
tal part of the machinery. Our 
speed was just enough to keen the 
, ships’ head to the wind. We could 
jo the rugged shore of Saghalin 
through the mist now and then. 
and wondered whether we had 
sufficient power to keep off if the 
wind increased. It 
the ship heeled around. fell off into 
the trough and the sea broke over 
her. Just as I concluded tha. the 
engines might not be started again 
I saw below the glitter of the oll 
cups as the engine rods began to 
move. And around the screw the 
green ooze began to churn up and 
to describe a hhif circle as we 
came back Into the course. 

The passage through the Tar- 
tary Channel is from buoy to 
buoy and the course is steered by 
eye. Without any reason or ex- 
cuse we ran aground and backed 
and filled for a quarter of an hour 
before we got off and into the 
channel. Then we struck a fog and 
headwind again. We had laid to 
four times already to work on 
the engines, and they had been 
worked on in seven ports where 
we anchored. Now they stopped 
once or twice in the night, and 
in the morning I was awakened by 


iown a | loaded with people 
and they all were shouting. The 
fog lifted just enough to clearly 
show the frightful pile of seal rocks 
which lies off the southwest penin- 
sula of Saghalin. They were 
crowded with seala, all madly 
howling at us. 
OFF TO KAMCHATKA. 

The second ship was one I got 
to Hakodate in time to sail in to 
Kamchatka. It was to sail at 5 
in the afternoon, and I! passed 
alongside a Japanese-bullt iron 
cargo boat at anchor. It looked 
dike a tin can which had been 
struck with a cleaver. Its bot- 
tom and sides had buckled up 
across a wave, breaking loose the 
planking on the midships deck in 
the night, so shortening the cabins 
and making their occupants double 
up at the knees. I hurried aboard 
the ship I was to sail by and heard 
the famillar hammering in the en- 
gine room. Twenty-four hours 
later it still was going on and a 
fifty-pound casting fdr a vital part 
of the machinery was brought 
aboard. 

We sailed twenty-six hours late. 
Twice the first day the ship stopped 
and washed about in the sea while 
the engines were worked on. I 
came on deck on the third morning 
to find sails rigged forward and aft 
to keep us in the wind, and the 
captain peering down through the 
engine room hatches. There was 
not enough gall to keep us head to 
the sea. en te hove to almost 
in sieht of the wreck of the FRus- 
sian guardship Commander Rering 
on Cape Lopatka and worked on 
the engines. From the time |! 
boarded the ship unti) we parted 
from her forever the labor of sail- 
ing her was chiefly the work of her 
engines and other vital parts of 
her internal lack of economy. We 
atopped four hours at an anchor- 
age north of Avatcha Bav on the 
east coast of Kamchatka for noth- 
ing else than to work on the en- 
gines. The next morning found

CANNIBALS IN CONGO. 


Government Has Not Succeeded in 
' Stamping Out Practice. 


. This particular section of the 
Belgian Congo through which we 
were passing had been closed to 
white travelers for many years be- 
cause of the rampant cannibalism 
of the natives. 

We had been unable to detect 


any signs of cannibalistic practice 
in the umwatte ruled by Kabongo 
er Mutombo Makuiu, although | 


trusted carriers still often disap- 
pear overnight from caravans in 
these regions and feasts always 
took place with suspicious se- 
quence in some village near by. 
Further on to the sorth. where the 
strong arm of the white man's law 
has not vet reached, cannibalism 
is still in ita palmy days, and slaves 
are fattened for the regular feaste 
of the year. Here the government 
has not yet allowed white men to 
penetrate. 

Even in the district through 
which we were now passing a Bel- 
gian trader had been attacked only 
a few months before. Shortly after 
leaving the village of a chief— 
Mpereta—who had received us 
with extreme cordiality, we came 
upon a relio of the recent history 
of the chief and his village. [It 
was a phallic emblem post deeo- 
rated with the bleached skulls of 
smal) children. It had escaped the 
notice of government troops who 
have orders to destroy them. 

At several villages we found the 


ple, who had given up open can- 
nibalism only when they had to. 
The people and their chiefs re- 
fused to have anything to do with 
us, although they did not open 
hostilities. On such occasion we 
quickly changed our plans as to 
setting up camp for the night. The 
trail ahead seemed strangely at- 
tractive just then, even to our tired

WOMEN PREFER HOME. 


Most of Those Whe Quit Jobs Do 
Se to Become Wives. 


In normal times, twenty out of 
every 106 persons engaged in 
gainful eccupations in the Unit- 
ed States are women. At present 
it is believed that 8,000,000 women 


and girle are at work and that a 
fourth more will be when industry 
reaches normal conditions. This 
invasion of women applies to al- 
most every field of enterprise. 

Yet these figures take no ac- 
count of the vastly greater num- 
ber of women who are not classed 
as in “gainful oceupations” yet 
perform the natural function of 
women—-home-making. The wom- 
an who is a home-maker may not 
be able to count her income in 
dollars as accurately as the other, 
who draws a fixed salary, yet she 
is in a gainful oecupation never- 
theless. Her “jewels” may be 
her sons and daughters an’ her | 
reward may be less financial, but 
she has it in the satisfaction of | 
having done a woman's part in | 
rearing a family. It does not fall | 
to every woman to give such serv- 
ice, but to whomever it is given 
to be a wife and mother the re- 
ward is not less though it ls ex- 
pressed in different terms. 

That the positidn of home-mak- 
er is the natural desire of wom- 
en is shown in that about as many 
step out of “gainful occupations” 
annually aé enter them. Thus for 
most women such an employment 
is but temporary in contemplation 
ef marriage. That so many are 
willing to exchange salaries for the 
home is proof which occupation 
appeals with more force to wom- 
en. —{Marion Star.

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HOULD WOMEN RESIGN 
FROM JOBS TO MARRY? 


Leaders of Sex in Many Lines Do 
Not Think Home is Greatly 
Neglected by Workers. 


Shall the married woman work? 
And if she does work, are her hus- 
band and children neglected? And, 
again, what fs the social and eco- 
nemic value of her work? 

Rosalie Loew Whitney. lawyer 
by profession, prominently identi- 
fied with the suffrage movement 


before the passage of the suffrage | 
amendment, and since then with | 
the New York State Republican | 
party, a member of the State In- 
Gustrial Board, and last, but by no 
means least, married and the 
mother of three boys, is a shining 
example of a professional woman 
who combines home and the job. 
Although she is emphatic in her 
opinion that nothing is more im- 
portant than home duties, large or 
small, and the creation of a whole- 
some atmosphere for the develop- 
ment of children, she takes the 
stand that women's work should 
not be judged on the basis of 
whether or not it is necessary to 
her support, but first of all upon 
the fundamental economic law of 
supply and demand, and then as to 
whether it fille a real economic 


1S WORK NECESSARY? 


“The test of the necessity of 
any person's work is what that 
nm produces,” said Mrs. Whit- 
ney. “It is not, or should not be, 
a question of sex or earning car 
pacity. If a married woman is do- 
ing work which is necessary to the 
community, and can do that work 
without neglecting her home or 
her children, if she has them, she 
should by all means go on work- 
ing, regardiess of whether her hus- 
band can support Ler if she does 
not work. 

“When I say this I do not mean 
to underestimate the importance 
of & woman's work in the home. 
Nothing can be more important 
than that, especially where a wo- 
man has children, whose physical, 
mental and moral welfare must be 
looked after, and for whom a suit- 
able home atmosphere must be 
created in which they can grow 
up. If this takes up the whole 
mind and time of a woman and she 
is making her best contribution to 
the community and the world in 
this way, well and good. But if 
she can do this and work as well, 
producing something essential to 
the world and making an individ- 
val contribution which fille a real 
need, then she should do so, and 
should not be ruled out »because 
she is a woman or because she 
does n&@ need the money for her- 
or her family. 

QUESTIONS NEGLECTED HOME.

Mre. Whitney also made the 
poin* that the ability of a man to 
support his family is not the only 
criterion to be considered. Mere 
support, supplying wife and chil- 
dren with roof over their heads 
and food in their mouths, is not 
always enough. If a family can 
raise ite living standards by virtue 
of the increased family earnings 
made possible by the wife's work, 


and the home atmosphere can 
thereby be improved and the de- 
of the chiléred: aided. 
this is surely more desirable than 
scraping along on a mere subsist- 
ence wage. 

A who raises the 
standards of her family by 
work outside the home is making 


|juet as much of a contribution to 


the home, and often more of a 
one, than if she stayed at home, 
and tin addition she ie contributing 
to the community and te indus- 
trial progress. 

THINKS IDEA FALLACIOUS. 

Another woman who has had 
ample opportunity to observe the 
woman in industry and who has 
made some interesting studies in 
this field, especi |ly along the lines 
of tRe effect of the war upon the 
industrial worktr, both here and 
in England, is Mrs. Irene Osgood 
Andrews, who is assuciated with 
her husband, John Andrews, in 
the American Association for La- 
bor Legislation. Mrs. Andrews cor- 
siders that Mrs. Gompers's state- 
ment that no married woman 
whose husband can support her 
should work is fallacious. Such 
a statement implies that the work 
® woman does has no value in 
itself and that the money wage is 
the only consideration involved. 

“If a woman has been especially 
trained to do a certain kind of 
work, she is making a great mis- 
take to give up doing that work 
just because she a per- 
haps no longer to work for 
a living. I think that this is true, 
even when a woman has children. 
Home keeping and child training 
have become highly specialized 
jobs today and it does not nec- 
essarily follow that because a 
woman is married she is a good 
housekeeper, or because she has 
children that she is an expert in 
child training. 

“Why isn’t it better for a 
trained woman toe go on working 
in the field in which she te ex- 
pert, and have her child taken 
care off by some one who has 
been trained to take care of chil- 
dren, and have her house man- 
aged by some one who is an ex- 
pert housekeeper? 

“All women are not tempefa- 
mentally adapted for home-mak- 
ing and it is unfair to keep them 
at a job for which they are un- 
fitted, and take them away from 
a job which they do well, just be- 
cause they marry. 

“Our civilization has become 
highly specialized today and 
specialization in all the depart- 
ments of living is in order. We 


| shall have to specialize the home 


even as we specialize other ac- 
tivities, and we can no longer 
model our home along the lines 
of the past. The home is no 
longer an individual and isolated 
unit, as it was for so many cen- 
turies. It become linked up 
with the community and many 
activities once confined to the 
home have been taken out of it 
and become community work. 

“It is increasingly true that 
even motherhood and child train- 
ing have been affected by this 
tendgney. . The endowment of 
motherhood by the State, advo- 
cated as a serious m re in many 
countries, is an example of this, 
and the ‘tchdiilichment of nursery 
echools by the English government 
is a direct illustration. These 
schools have been opened for the 
Purpose of taking care of children 
whose mothers work, and it makes 
no difference whether a mother 
has to work or does it because she 
wants to. The schools, managed 
experts ad conducted along the 
most modern lines, are open to 
all, and it is probable that most 
of the children in them are getting 
better caré and training day by 
day than they ever would at home. 

“Surely, in the face of all this, 
it is a sweeping statement, at least, 
to say that no married woman 
should work unless she has to. If 
we are to be in touch with the 
times in which we live, we must 
take a broader view of the situa- 
tion than that.” 

ANALYZED BY EXPERT. 

The relative economic value of 
the woman in the home and the 
woman in industry is a phase of 
the question which must be con- 
sidered. What is a woman worth 
at home and what on a job out- 
side? The exact value of the wom- 
an in her two-fold capacity of 
housekeeper and mother is impos- 

ble to estimate, but it is interest- 

g to compare it with what she 
might earn outside. 

SOME DECIDED IDBAS. 

To these varying opinions on the 
economic value, the economic 
necessity and the individual con- 


tribution of the married woman's 
work, Fannie Hurst, successfu) au- 
thor, successful wife along the most 
modern theories, and thoroughly 
up-to-date in her thinking, 
added her quota. 

“I thought that this question had 
long since been decided,”” remarked 
Miss Hurst briskly, when she was 
asked to comment on Mrs. Gomp- 
ere's statement. “It seems to me 


that work isn't a matter of sex or 
| matrimonial state; it is the con- 
| tribution that the worker makes to 
society, and self-expression 
which he or she finds in that work. 
} And this applies just as much to 
married women as to unmarried 
women, or to men, for that matter. 
A woman owes it to herself and to 
society to seek what is for her the 
bighest self-expression. And 
whether she does this by taking 
care of her husband and children 
alone, combining the home with a 
job outside, or doing just a job 
in the industrial or business world, 
must be a matter for her to de- 
cide. Certainly, if we are to be- 
| grudge this to a woman we are re- 
|werting to the dark ages, and 
sweeping aside all the social and 
economic gains which women have 
made for themselves. 

“Very few modern homes are 
sufficient to occupy the entire mind 
(and time of a woman, as Mrs. 
| Gompers would have them do. And 
|is a@ woman to sit around idle, with 

half of her abilities stagnant just 
/ because society forbids her to work 
because she doesn’t have to support 
| herhseilf?”’

The point to be understood is, 
that all the port water and all the 
port docks and all the port ware- 
houses do not constitute a port 
unless they are backed by port 
finance. Ships go where it pays 
them to go and stop where it 
pays them to stop. Financing im- 
port and export trade is a fasci- 
nating angle of banking that will 
be well worth keen and sustained 
study on the part of those who 
can by shrewd financing bring the 
ships to Los Angeles and the busi- 
ness to our merchants. 

OFFICIAL TRIANGLE. 

The commercial interests, the 
municipal and harbor officials and 
the bankers are the triangle that 
the port now requires for the es- 
tablishment of trade for this port. 

All three of these interests must 
naturally learn from the  ex- 


‘periences of the older and estab- 


lished por‘s. All three of these 
interests must really want the 
business; and must want it ur- 
gently enough to go after it; and 
want it urgently enough to make 
sacrifices to get it and make ef- 
forts to hold it. 

Holding the business gained 
for the port of Los Angeles dur- 
ing the abnormal war period and 
after, is itself a task of no mean 
proportions. With the return of 
trade to normal channels, there 
will naturally be a return of busi- 
ness to the ports that controlled it 


in the past—-a return of ships to 


the ola familiar channels. Effort, 


backed by understanding and will, 


is the requisite that must permeate 
the organizations, civic and eco- 
nomic, upon which the uew 4rade 
development must depend. In- 
dividual effort has done much. 
under favorable circumstances, and 
will continue to do much so long 
as men play the business game. 
But it will mean more than, any 
individual effort, to have a world- 
trading understanding and a 
world-trading spirit -moving the 
city authorities, the commercial 
houses and the banks.

Where is the Advisory Council 
and tbe trade-winning counsel for 
the new port of Los Angeles which 
has the shipping game to learn 
from the bottom up?

Warehouse receipts for imports 
and their handling; trade accept- 
ances for exports and their finane- 
ing; inducements for ships to make 
this port; entertainment for ships 
masters brought to the city proper 
from the distant docks; publicity 
in foreign countries for the port 
and its products; ell these and 
many more subjects need as care- 
ful survey for the port as a whole, 
as such details require in any in- 
dividual business. 

My purpose in ng publicity 
for these tions is simply 
pursuant to my desire to put the 
foreign trade virus into the veins 
of Angelenos, so as to arouse the 
maritime spirit; create the mari- 
time atmosphere; impel! action that 
will help us keep what we have 
gained and add what we must 
have: to make the port a busi- 
ness port and our foreign traders 
recognized as factors in the new 
world trade with all the shores 
and the islands of the Pacific.

EVENUE ACT OF 1921 
ANALYZED BY EXPERT. 


How Government’s Income Tax is 
Applied; Explanation of the 
Law’s Ramifications.

The Revenue Act of 1921 was 
approved by President Harding 
Nov. 23, 1921, and became law im- 


mediately thereafter. It is en- 
titled “An act to reduce and equal- 
(ize taxation, to provide revenue 
‘and for other purposes.” The 
act provides that the first taxable 
year, to be lied the taxable year 
1921, shall the calendar year 
1921 or any fiscal year ending dur- 
Ing the calendar year 1921. 


RETURNS. 


Income tax returns must be 
filed, as under the Revenue Act of 
1918, on or Before March 15. Every 
‘single person with & net income of 
| $1000 or more and every married 
| person with a net income of $2000 
'or more must file a return. A head 


|} of a family must file a return if his | 


inet income is $1000 or more, even 
‘though the personal exemption 
| ceeds this net income. All there 
provisions are the same as under 
ithe Revenue Act of 1918. In addi- 
tion to these provisions, the new 
tax law provides that every indi- 
vidual having a gross income for 


| 
| 


taxable year of $5000 or over, 


regardiese of his net incomé, must 
file a return. f 

In addition to the above, every 
partnership must make a return 
for each taxable year and every 
corporation must also make a re- 
turn for: each taxable year. 
Fiduciaries are required to make 
pee in certain cases. 

Returns must be made to the 
collector for the district in which 
is located the local .residence or 
place of business of the person 
making the return. 


EXEMPTIONS. 


In the case of the head of a 
'family or a married person living 
| with husband or wife there is al- 
|\lowed a personal exemption of 
| $2500, unless the net income i®in 
excees of $5000, in which case the 
personal exemption shall be $2000, 
which was the amount allowed un- 
der the Revenue Act of 1918. No 
change is made in the personal ex- 
pemption allowed to a single person, 
it still remaining at $1000. A mar- 
ried person not living with hus- 
band or wife is allowed the same 
exemption as a single n. 

A further exemption is allowed 
Qader the Revenue Act of 1921, of 
$400 for each person (other than 
husband or wife) dependent upon 
and receiving his chief support 
from the taxpayer if such depend- 
ent person is under 18 years of 
age of is incapable of self-support 
beca mentally or physically de- 
| fective. This exemption under the 
Revenue Act of 1918 was $200 for 
each person. 

To illustrate the difference in 
tax betwe@n the respective acts, 
suppose that A is a married person 
with two children under 18 years 
6f age, dependent upon him for 
their chief eupport, and that A's 
net income is $4500 for the year 
1921. Under the Revenue Act of 
1918 he would be allowed an ex- 
emption of $2000 as a married per- 
son, plus $200 for eath of the ce- 
pendents, or a total of $2400. This 
would leave a balance subject to 
tax of $2100 at 4 per cent, or a tax 
of $84. 

Under the Reveriuve Act of 1921, 
A is allowed an exemption of 
$2500 as a married person, plus 
$400 for each of the dependants 
or a total exemption of $3300, leav- 
ing a balance subject to tax of 
$1200 at 4 per cent, or a tax of $48, 
the difference in tax as computed 
under the respective revenue acts 
being $36. 

It should be noted that the per- 
sonal exemption of $2500 does not 
apply in case the net income is in 
excess of $5000. in which case it 
remains at $2000. as under the 
Revenue Act of 1918. 

The status at the end of the year 
governs the personal exemption al- 
lowed. For instance, if A has been 
single all year, but is married on 
December 31, he is entitled to an 
exemption of $2590 if his income is 
not more than $5000. If Bis a 
married man, but was divorced on 
December 31, he is allowed an ex- 
emption of only $1000.

the portion of the tax imposed 
upon such sale shall not exceed 
for the calendar year. 1921, 20 
per cent, and for each calendar 
year thereafter, 16 per cent of the 
selling price of such property or 
interest. 

CAPITAL GAINS, 

Tax upon the sale of capital as- 
sets sold or exchanged after De- 
cember 31, 1921, is limtied to 12% 
per cent of the net gain.

Capital assets are defined as 
property acquired and held by the

taxpayer, or other property of a 
kind which would properly be in- 
eluded in the inventory of the tax- 
payer if on hand at the close of the 
taxable year. 

It would appear from the reading 
of this sectiOén of the law that the 
tax upon a profit from the sale of 
@ taxpayer’s residence would not be 
limited to this 12% per cent. 

PROPERTY BY GIFT. 

A very important change in the 
revenue law is the one explaining 
of computing profit or 
I upon the sale of property ac- 
qui by gift. Under. the Revenue 
Actjof 1918 the recipient of the 
gift was allowed to use the market 
value at the time the gift was ac- 
quired in computing the profit or 
loss upon a sale. Under the Reve- 
nue Act of 1921 it is provided that 
the basis for computing the profit 
or loss shall be the same as that 
which it would have in the hands 


by gift.

Los Angeles cotton deal- 
ers expect that this inactive con- 
dition will continue for the rest of 
the year and that the turn will 
come only after the New Year 
when the inventory-taking season 
is over and the mills start Increas- 
ing eir output to meet the 
spring-buying demand. 

At present the mills are doing 
little buying and whatever accu- 
mulation is going on is limited to 
sales from the growers to the large 
dealers. Gradually, the 1921 crop 
is passing out of the hands of the 
growers and into the _ = stronger 
hands of the dealers. The grow- 
ers, on account of a léan year, are

(1.) A is a married man living 
with his wife and his net income 
from all sources in 1921 is $4500, 
of which $3600 represents salaries 


and the balance of $900 a legacy 
paid from an estate of a relative. 
The sum of $900 is exempt from 
tax, and therefore. the amount sub- 
ject to tax is $3600. He is allowed 
a personal exemption of $2500 and 
the balance of $1100 is subject to 
tax at 4 per cent, $44. If A had 
heen a single man his exemption 
would be $1000 and the amount. 
subject to tax would be $2600 at. 
4 = -_ making a tax of $104. 
(2.) B was married and living 
with his wife until July 1, 1921, 
at which time they became sepa- 
rated and by agreément B paid his 
wife an allowance of $100 a 
month, or $600 for the six months 
from July 1 to December 31. They 
had no children. His net income 
consisting of salaries and com- 
missions amounted to $6500. His 
tax wil] be computed as follows: 
B being separated from his wife 
on Dec. 31, 1821, would be only 
allowed an exemption of $1000. 
The amounts paid to his wife 
would be considered personal ex- 
pense and would not be deductible 
from his ircome. The net income 
would be the total amount of 
$6.00, from which would be de- 
ducted the exemption of $1000 leav- 
ing the $5500 subject to norma!

Personal service corporations 
which have heretofore been taxed 
similar to partnerships will be 
taxed as other corporations begin- 
ning Jan. 1, 1922.

(The following editorial, pub- 
lished in the issue of October 9% 
and also of Oct. 12, 1910, is a clear 
restatement of the*® position of 
The Times on labor, both union 
and nonunjon, organized and un- 
organized—a position which this 
journal has steadfastly and con- 
sistently maintained for twenty 
years, and proclaimed over and 
over again. The statement of our 
Position is published now for the 
reason that, while all regular and 
long-standing readers of the pa- 
per understand it well, there are 
new and distant readers who may 
not understand that attitude, and 
to whom ft is therefore desirable 
and necessary that the matter 
should be presented particularly 
at this time. We insist that no 
mistake be made in the public 
mind as to where we have stood.

will continue to stand on a ques- 
tion s) vital to American libertv 
as is freedom under the law in our 
industries.)

STATEMENT. 

The Times again, in this time 
of strenuous events and startling 
crime, reasserts and reaffirms its 


oft-deciared position on the labor 
question: 

(1.) We stand for the just and 
essential doctrine that every law- 
abiding American citizen has the 
lawful right to pursue, unham- 
pered and undisturbed, any lawful 
eccupation of his choice in a law- 
tul way, and to be protected in 
that right by the whole power 
of the State and of the nation, 
if ‘need be.

(3.) Organized labor possesses 
no superior rights merely because 
of the fact of its organization and 


can no such rights under 
the w. The obvious and logti- 
cal and legal conclusion is that 


unorganized labor possesses every 
lawful ht that can possibly be 
held, claimed or asserted by or- 
ganized labor. 

(4.) Free or unorganised labor 
hae the full, indubitable, legal and 

rsonal right to remain free—that 
4 to say, unorganized—and to be 
protected by law in the exercise 
of that sacred constitutional right. 
.) Free labor, involving the 
—_ of the workman to labor 
where and when he will, and at 
what wage he can himself agree 
upon with his empicyer—neither 
one acting under surveillance or 
coercion—is best for the parties 
directly concerned, best for the in- 
dustries and best for the country at 
large.

First City Editor of “The Timea.” 


There certain autumnal 


on the old twig. No merit about 
it—simply it has lasted longer. 
To be dean, one has only to wait 
until this betters have died off. 

As now dean of the men who 
worked on the paper in its forma- 
tive days, it is probable that I 
have known The Times from the 
inside longer than any other per- 
son now living. This would nat- 
urally imply affection and under- 
standing; while my trainfng for 
thirty years as historian and critic 
has largely, I hope, enabled me to 
deal justice to my friends and 
tolerance to my enemies, Prob- 
ably no one better knows the 
ideals, the ethics, the achievements 
—and the faults—of the paper. I 
very frequently disagree with it 
on minor things; in the essentials, 
it is always there. 

But far more than the personal 
relation, The Times has interested 
Mme as a student of history and 
economics. It has had a place in 
the building of a community 
which no other paper ever had. 
Like all the American 
newspapers, it was essentially the 
dominant personality of one man. 
As Watterson to his Courier-Jour- 
nal, Dana to his Sun, Greeley to 
his Tribune, Sam Bowles to his 
Springfield Republican—so was 
Harrison Gray Otis to his Times. 
And something more—thanks to 
the unique opportunity of his en- 
vironment. None other of those 
giants of the old days, when news- 
papers were editorial rather than 
commercial, had chance to serve 
in the development of a town from 


little village up to tenth city in the/ jy, 


Union. None of them had such 
fateful crusades to make. Few of) 
the 600,000 people now here can 
half realize what Los Angeles owes 
to The Times—nine-tenths of them 
have come to a redeemed town 
won. d 
Marly in 1884, an Ohioan in Los 
Angeles began sending me The 
Times. I was then ith Chillico . 
O., editing the venerable Scioto 
Gazétte, oldest newspaper west of 
the Alleghanies, and founded by 
the grandfather of N. P. Willis. I 
was struck by the personality, the 
upstanding courage and breeziness 
of this far western sheet—but had 
no dream of going to California. 
But I wrote Col. Otis my appre- 
ciation of some of his edito 
and sent him some of my own. He 
was much interested to learn from 
mutual friends that I had volun- 
teered to go with the militia and 
put down the riots in Cincinnati. 
This appealed to his soldier sense. 
WALKING ACROSS CONTINENT. 
In August, I had my first touch 
of “fever’n’ague,” and that ended 
the usefulness of Ohio to my 
Times pop up for the

him I thought I would move to 
California and would walk across 
the” continent to get there—if he 
could use a newspaper letter a 
week en route, and give me a berth 
on the paper when I arrived.

1884, I started on the long tramp 
for pure pleasure, and no limita- 
tion of time, going zigzag, after 
Kansas, to see everything of inter- 
est within fifty miles each side my 
route; so the walk stretched out 
to 3705 miles and consumed 143 
On the first day of Feb- 
ruary, 1885, having come the last 
700 miles across the desert with a 
broken arm, I reached San Gabriel 
at dusk. Col. Otis was awaiting 
me, and I had my first interview 
with that extraordinary person- 
ality. We lunched under the big 
oaks, and walked in to Los Angeles 
together—he striding eoldierly at 
my side; and at 11 p.m. were 
seated in Bob Eckert’s, on Court 
street, for a more substantial éup- 
per and further “sizing-up” one of 
e other.

This 
was @ serious calamity for a con- 
cern. having no greater mechani- 
cal facilities than ours, and the 
foreman, Frank Eddy, sent post- 
haste for Father McFarland, the 
manager, to see if he could sug- 
gest any way out of the dilemma. 


When Mr. McFarland had taken 
in the situation, he said: “I tell 
you what we can do, boys. There 


is a real estate map in the job of- 
fice, made just to the size of a 
page. We'll get that and run it 
as an advertisement, and nobody 
will know that anything has hap- 


pened.” 
“But, Mr. McFarland,” said the 
foreman, “that would be against 


the rules of the union—unless you 
agree to pay to the chapel the full 
price of setting the page in the 

lest type (nonpareil) used in 
the paper.” 

I suppose the difficulty was met 
in that way, but it went against 
the grain with all of us. Wés had 
already paid for preparing the 
page in the job office, but by an 
arbitrary rule established by the 
union, unknown to us, we were 
prevented from using our own 
property to help ourselves out of 
a bad predicament, unless we 
paid an exorbitant bonus to the 
compositors for work they had not 
performed. I cite this instance to 
show the mean and tyrannous ex- 
actions to which we were sub- 
jected when the composing-room 
was under union domination. 

A RIVAL PAPER. 


Boyce had gone out with a 
grouch against Col. Otis and the 
whole Times outfit. With a com- 
fortable sum of cash at his dis- 
posal, he sailed high for a time, 
appearing first as president of a 


new bank, established by L. N. 
Breed and associates, located in 
the Nadeau Block, corner of Spring 
and First streets. But he con- 
tinued in that position only a few 
months. Not long afterward 
Boyce, with Harry Payne and sev- 
eral launched a 
new m Republican papet-— 
the Tribune. It should Be Caled 
Tribune No. 1, to distingvish “it 
from the paper bearing the same 
name projected in comparatively 
recent times by E. T. Earl. Let 
the reader bear in mind that there 
was no connection between the 
two enterprises. From the passing 
of No. 1 to the advent of No. 2 
there was a long int 

Boyce’s Tribune set out with a 
considerable flourish, for there 
was plenty of money behthd it. 
and justice compels me to say that 
it was an attractive paper in many 
ways. Prof. Charies Frederick 
Holder and Col. F. A. Eastman, the 
latter a newspaper man of Chi- 
cago, held the editorial chair sué 
cessively, and good talent was em- 
ployed to gather the local news. 
But the paper lacked moral back- 
bone, and betrayed too obviously 
that the one object of its existence 
was to get a knifeinto The Times. 
Tt had no Associated Presse fran- 
chise, and for outside news de- 
pended wrpon ai few special dis- 
patches, what it could fake in the 
office,-and what it could steal 
from us. 

Well, the Tribune fought its du- 
bious way for several years, until 
it had sunk all of Boyce’s monéy 
and all the money he could indycsé 
his friends to put into the enter. 
prise, and then it turned up its 
toes. A month or two afterward, 
its effects were sold at auctidn. 
Col. Otis attended the sale, I re- 
member, and bought a few little 
tricks, not that he needed them 

exactly. but just for souvenirs. 

MOVES TO FIRST STREET.’ 

As The Times had grown stead- 
fly from the time of {ts reorganiza- 
tion, notwithstanding the epposi- 
tion, we began to be very cramped 
in our quarters and with our lim- 
ited .mechanical facilities. So we 
looked for something better. About 
that time Dan McFariand (son of 
our associate) bought from Frank 
Carpenter a tract of four lots run- 
ning through from Spring to Fort

street (now Broadway.) taking in 
ali the intervening First street 
frontage. He was about to sub- 
divide this and sell it by the front 
foot, and in order to impart some 
momentum to the sale, as well as 
for personal reasons, he offered us 
extra inducements to take the cor- 
ner on First and Fort. We bought 
it; and with a moderate cash pay- 
ment, a transfer of some Times 
stock, and securing the balance b) 
mortgage on a piece of real estate 
owned by myself (corner of Fort 
and Temple streets,) we got title 
to the new lot free. Then we se- 
cured a loan nearly sufficient to 
erect the bullding, depending on 
our éarnings to defray a smal! part 
of the outlay. Thus did we ex- 


Col. Otis’s motto, “Push 
things.” And, considering the 
original thousand dollars with 


which he had begun operations a 
few years before; the fact that he 
had bought out his disgruntled 
_ ner for $27,000, cash down, and 

4d taken in new partners ‘with 
comparatively little money; that 
we were now launching out to put 
up a building of our own at an ex- 
pense of about $50,000, perhaps it 
may be fairly stated that we were 
going—some. 

And that was far from being the 
end of the story. We had to ac- 
quire new and improved printing 
machinery, more type, more of 
fit up a new office and 
move. A Hoe perfecting -press and 
a steam engine to drive it were in- 
stalled in the basement of the new 
building. Think what a jump from 
our Taylor cylinder and its water 
motor! And all this was done in the 
face of a Gaily battle waged by 
Mr. Boyce’s jealous Tribune. 

THE UNION AGAIN. 

But I em getting somewhat 
ahead of my story. While we were 
still in the olf quarters the Mirror 


published. It was going to tax the 
facilities of our job office to the 
utmost to accomplish the work in 
time for the next election. 

On the newspaper side we had 
Mr. Boyce’s Tribune in the full 
flush of its starting and to meet 
his bluff we had been compelled 
to issue seven papers a week. That

tesies wasted! With equal grace 
they might have presented revol- 
vers and told us to throw up our 
hands. The Mirror printing con- 
cern had been run for years as an. 
“open office.” That is, it had made 
no distinction in employment, some 
of the men belonging to the union, 
some not. The newspaper office of 
The Times, however, was entirely 
under the domination of the union 
and it was by special stipulation 


with that organization that the job 
office left “open.” To 


equare it now meant that every 
nonunion employee in that depart- 
ment must be discharged without 
an hour's notice. 

Col. Otis’s military instinct was 
quick enough to show him that rr 
Was surrounded and that there was 
nothing for him to do but sur- 
render; however, he would not do 
RO without a parley. And what do 
you think he parleyed about and 
insisted on and would not give in 
until it was stipulated? Why, 
that those nonunion men in the job 
office should not be thus sum- 
marily thrown out. There was 
that loyalty to his staff that I 
mentioned some way ‘back. The 
final arrangement was that those 
faithful, long-time employees 
should be given the privilege of 
joining the union and keeping 
their jobs. So the tmpending de- 
struction was averted, but you may 
rest assured that this episode 
rankled in the hearts of all of us. 


BATTLE FOR FREEDOM. 

From this time forth the de- 
mands of the union became more 
exacting and oppressive. I will not 


attempt to catalog the grievances 
we had, but let it suffice that finally 
a reguiation was adopted, without 
consulting us, taking away our 
right to hire or discharge the 
printers in our 
that function was relegated to the 
foreman. We finally decided that 
if we expected to control our own 
business we must break away from 
such dictation and thralldom. 

One day while we were discussin,* 
the situation, I told Col. Otis about 
a printers’ organization in Kansas 
City that worked on a different 
plan. It was known as the Print- 
ers’ Protective Fraternity, and it 
had held its ground in the Journal 
office for a number of years. That 
organization believed in fair deal- 
ing with employers, and if it had 
any complaint to make, acted on 
its own initiative, without outside 
dictation and settled its own af- 
fairs. Years before, I had been an 
employee of the Journal, and thus 
knew about the matter. Col. Otis 
requested me to take the subject 
up and get fuller information, so 
I wrote to Mr. J. A. Mann, the 
manager, stating our situation and 
requirements. 

The upshot of the correspondence 
was that we engaged a force of 
some twenty men-—all members of 
the Printers’ Protective Fraternity 
-—to come to Los Angeles and take 
charge of our newspaper and job 
offices. By the time this was 
brought about we had moved Into 
our new building. When the force 
of Kansas City printers arrived, I 
met them at the depot and es- 
corted them to The Times office 

Arrangements had already been 
made for the lodging and board 
of the new force, so no time had 
to be wasted in preliminaries, and 
that very day we informed the 
union men that we would dispense 
with their services. Our flank 
movement had takeh them entirely 
by surprise. They called it a “lock- 
out” and appealed to the public 
for sympathy on that score, but 
what had they done to us in the 
matter of giving notice, when they 
had us in a corner? 


MERCHANTS BOYCOTTED. 

Then, of course, the big fight 
was on. The disgruntled printers 
boycotted our paper, terrorized our 
patrons until the advertising busi- 


ness of the merchants was nearly 
all withdrawn, and they even bull- 
dozed the boys so that it was dan- 


| Gerous to try to sell The Times on 
the street. The unions ef San 
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Francisco sent down their craftiest 
and most determined strike organ- 
izers and a fund of $10,000 for 
their use. 

But the waves of discord rolled 
against the stone castle, on the 
corner In vain, and brokd of their 
own momentum. We did not bother 
to meet their attacks or answer 


their charges, contenting ourselves 


with a plain statement of the case 
to the public, and then we ae 
our time—and sawed wood. 

got out the newsiest paper we 
could every day, filling the space 


vacated b of the timid mer- 
chants th good reading matter. 
After a month or two of this sort 


of autiting. the merchants, seeing 
that nothing serious was likely to 
happen, began to get their courage. 
and when Father Mac and J 
dropped in on them and showed 
that we were not excited or scared 
and talked the matter over in a 
sensible way, they began to come 
back into our columns. Once well 
, they all came with a run. 

It was a question of The Times 
showing some nerve; that was all. 
The net result of the first year's 
agitation was that the unions had 
biown in $10,000 and The Times 
had made just about that sum, net 
ase rofit. And this profit came very

THE TIMES VETERANS. 

Looking back at those strenuous 
Gays shortly after our change of 
location, I remember Harry Chand- 
ler as a rather burly country lad 
who was part owner, with 4 man 
named Richardson, in The Times 
routes.

In Switzerland. 


IKE the United States, Switzerland ts 

suffering from the effects of a high ex- 
change rate. The currency of Switserland 
is higher than that of any other European 
country, yet trade there is stagnana. Alfred 
Dodge writes to me, from Lugano: 

“Switzerland is actually the dearest coun- 
try on earth now. American prices rule for 
everything —hotels, clothing, Swiss goods, 
etc.—because of the high exchange. The 
Swiss franc is now worth 40 marks, twice 
as mrch ae the French franc. The conse 
quence is that tourists are staying away. 
Half of the fine, big hotels ere bankrupt and 
kept going by the banks. That is, on an av- 
erace perhaps only 25 to 30 per cent of the 
rooms in such houses are fil.ed. 

“The industries are simply dead. Swit- 
gerland cannot export at present exchange 
rates, therefore watch factories, shoes, lace 
and all those special Swiss iines are off the 
market, and the government is worrying 
what to do for the thousands of unem- 
ployed people, who cry tor bread. 

“On the surface. you see no more of the 
real misery than you observe in Germany, 
and the thoughtless traveler thinks all is 
well. It will take years and years to set 
the world aright again.”

War 
brings calamity, alike to victor, vanquished

In China. 
OCKEFELLER having bestowed the 
blessings of “medical. science” on 


China, the next thing is to get the Chinese 
to appreciate and utilize the priceless boon. 
The Rockefeller Foundation itself seems to 
entertain some doubts on the subject. In a 
press bulletin, issved by its information 
service, we are told: ? 

“It is not easy for a westerner to appre- 
ciate the tremendous difficulties which have 
to be overcome in introducing modern medl- 
cine into China. One of the difficulties is 
the deeply rooted belief, handed down for 
forty centuries, that the medical profession 
is not of first-rate importance. Such a sen- 
timent cannot be changed overnight, but 
beginnings have already been made by the 
work of various medical] institutions in 
China. The modern buildings and efficient 
organization of the medical college just 
dedicated will help to dispel the belief that 
the medical profession is necessarily de 
grading.” 

If the Chinese submit to modern medical 
methods it will sap their vitality, and there 
will be less to fear from the “Yellow Peril.”

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The Meat 


CCORDING to figures compiled by J. BE. 
Robert, secretary of the Los Angeles 

branch of the California Cattlemen's Asso- 
ciation, American people.are learning to do 
without meat. It seems that in 1910 the 
meat consumption was seventy-eight pounds 
per capita, and in 1920 fifty-six pounds per 
capita, with a gradual drop since the latter 
date. It is believed by Mr. Robert that the 
per capita consumption of.meat is less than 
fifty pounds right now. The price of cattle 
on the hoof, according to the same author- 
ity, is 9 per cent under the 1913 price, but 
the average living cost is 62 per cent above 
the 1913 cost. Cattlemen say*the whole- 
sale price of No. 1 steer meat is now about 
12 cents in Los Angeles and that the retail 
meat dealers get an average of 26 cents 
for this éarcass. The cattlemen want to 
know whether the retail meat business Is 
conducted efficiently and economically, ac- 
cording to Mr. Robert, and have asked for 
the formation of “meat councils” in Los 
Angeles and otker cities, these councils to 
be composed of r-pre -ntatives of the pub 
lic, the cattlemen, the retail meet dealers 
and the packers. It is understoor that the 
meat dealers, packers and the Los Angeles 
Chamber of Commerce have agreed to the 
formation of such a body in Los Angeles 
for the purpose of making an inquiry into 
the costs of meat production slaughtering 
and distribution. 

If “meat councils” are formed in Califor- 
nia they will go a long way toward solving 
the quéstion of where the meat consumer's 
dollar goes. The retail meat dealers are 
ready, iteis stated, to show that higher la- 
bor and rent costs and the generally higher 
costs of doing business absorb all but a 
modest profit from the consumer's dollar. 
The cattlemen, suffering under abnormally 
low prices for their beef, would be delight- 
ed to hear the harrowing details of costs 
in the retail meat business, and the public, 
it is certain, would be fully as interested 
as the cattlemen. 

Both the cattlemen and meat dealers are 
agreed on one point—that the public itself 
is responsible in a certain degree for the 
high cost of? meat over the counter. This 
is the way a carcass.is cut up in the meat 
markets—4C per cent chuck and plate meat, 
23 per cent round steaks, 19 per cent loin 
(porterhouse and sirloin steaks.) 12 per 
cent rib steaks and roasts and 6 per cent 
flanks and miscellaneous. Though the head 
of the house buys less meat, when he does 
buy, he buys the most expensive cuts, as a 
rule, and the 40 per cent of good wholesome 
chuck and plate beef either goes begging 
at one-third the price of a sirloin or goes 
into hamburger steak at two pounds for a 
quarter. So say the meat dealers. A cam- 
paign of education, showing the public what 
can be done with the cheaper cuts of meat,

PRUNING DECADENT 
Tt seems likely that before much, if any, 
pruning is attempted with old decadent cit- 
rus trees, every effort should be made to 
prove’ the orchard soil conditions by 
adequate fertilization, careful irrigation and 
thorough cultivation. If the decadent trees 
show definite and promising response to im- 
proved cultural treatments, it is probable 
that a certain amount of pruning wil be 
‘beneficial. Pruning is not a substitute for 
cultural care. It is efficient for stimulating 
new growth and for removing dead, die 
eased, and badly injured branches. The

where, neglected old citrus trees have been 
satisfactorily renewed by drastic pruning. 
In the instances where most of the tops of 
the old trees have been cut off, much in 
the same manner as for top-working, it has 


usually taken from three to five years 
grow productive new tops under favorable 
conditions. For this reason it often be- 
comes a question of doubt as to whether 
er not the old trees should be taken out, 
and the orchard replatited, or the trees 
should ‘be cut back drastically in an at- 
tempt to renew them. Each case will have 
to be decided upon individually, with due 
regard to tree conditions, environmental 
factors and considerations of economy. 

I have frequently noticed in old lemon 
orchards in ‘several citrus districts a bark 
condition which, for want of a better term, 
is commonly referred to as “shelling off” 
or “moulting.” The bark splits or ae 
on the trunk, usually, in the beginning, at 
points near the bud union. My observation 
has been that Eureka trees show this con- 
dition earlier that those of the Lisbon va- 
riety. I have also observed that the shade 
tree or trees of strongly vegetative lemon 
strains do not usually show this condition 
as early as those of the productive and Je- 
sirable strains. 

The cause of this condition is not defi- 
nitely known. Experience thus far has 
shown little benefit from any disease treat- 
ments given the moulting trees. Rather 
severe pruning of the moulting trees, cov- 
ering* the trunks with whitewash or 
Bordeaux paste, and extra fertilization, has 
}sometimes seemed to be beneficial. As a 
rule, new bark develops under the cracked 
areas, and the old bark eventually peels 


off. With the development of the new bark,

the trees usually recover their normal 
vegetative and fruitful characteristics, 
IMPROVEMENT OF SOILS. 
Old citrus trees which have declined im 
uction as a result of neglect of essential 
c ural treatment can usually be brought 
back to normal production. There are tl- 
lustrations of this possibility in every im- 
portant. citrus district in California with 
which I am familiar. In fact, some of the 
most profitable investments in the citrus 
industry that have come to my attention 
have been where old and négilected 
orchards have been purchased and brought 
back to satisfactory production by good 
cultural and individual tree care. Expe- 
rience has demonstrated in these instances 
that one of the first considerations is the 
improvement of the orchard soil. 

One of the most important factors in this 
connection is the application of adequate 
amounts of organic materials during the 
proper season. Of these materials, stable 
manure, alfalfa hay and bean straw are 
most available, and most commonly used. 
These materials should be purchased and 
applied on the basis of their nitrogen and 
humus or organic content. In most in- 
stances sufficient of these materials should 
be used so that not less than 150 pounds of 
nitrogen be applied per acre in this way. 
In a few cases under my observation of 
the care of old citrus orchards, very much 
larger amounts have been used with profit- 
able results. 

The application of stable manure, alfalfa 
hay, bean straw or similar organic fertil- 
izers during the late summer or the autumn 
months has usually given the best results. 
This treatment is usually followed during 
the late winter or early spring months by 
applications of more concentrated and more 
quickly available nitrogenous fertilizer. 

The use of liberal quantities of suitable 
organic materials supplemented by the ap- 
plication of reasonable amounts of quickly 
soluble nitrogenous fertilizers has given 
commercially successful results in improv- 
ing old and neglected orchard soil and tree 
conditions, in a large number of instance 
under our observation. 

RESURFACING SOILS. 

The trees in some of the larger citrus 
orchards, particularly in those cases where 
the surface soil was scraped off in leveling 
the land for planting and irrigation, have 
been found to be unproductive, primarily as 
a result of the removal of the original sur- 
face soil. In some of these instances, the 
experiment has been tried of hauling ad- 
ditional. soil onto the scraped-off areas, and 
resurfacing them with several inches of 
fresh or virgin soil. The trees in the re- 
surfaced areas have shown marked im- 
provement, both in foliage and fruit char- . 
acteristics within a Sport period of time, 
In one case, the increased yield of the trees 
in the resurfaced area the first year after 
this treatment was applied, as compared 
with the production of the tress in similar 
but untreated area, was sufficient to pay 
the entire cost of resurfacing. The benefi- 
cial effect of resurfacing in this instance 
was not confined to the year following the 
treatment, Dut has continued to be appar- 
ent during eight subsequent years. 

In the orchards under my observation 
where resurfacing is being carried on the 
fresh soil is hauled onto the orchard in 
ump carts or trucks from the most con- 
venient near by available area, and spread 
out between the trees to a depth of from 
five to six inches, After resurfacing, the 
orchard is plowed, so as to mix the fresh 
with the older soil to some extent. Care 
is used not to pile the fresh dirt around 
the tree trunks, or near them, so as to 
avoid possitfe subsequent damage to the 
trees from this cause. Downhill hauls are 
arranged wherever possible, in order to re- 
duce the cost of moving the dirt. This 
work is best done during seasons of the 
year when the labor and ranch equipment 
are least engaged with the regular orchard 


CULTURAL PRACTICES. 

The furrow-manure. method of applying 
stable manure of similar organic fertilizers 
has been used to particularly good advan- 
tage in the treatment of old orchards where 
the trees have shown evidences of decline 
in vegetable growth and inferior fruit de- 
velopment. There are many citrus orchards 
in Southern California where this treat-' 
ment has given strikingly beneficial results 
during recent years. In the Riverside and 
Corona districts I have studied carefully 
for the past seven years the results of the 
commercial use of the furrow-manure meth- 
od on extensive acreages of older orange, 
lemon and grapefruit trees. The very

HOW AND WHERE TO 
GET PIGRIC ACID. 


California farmers must hurry if they 
want to get picric acid for blasting, as the 
Federal government is distributing it rap- 
idly and the Middle West is taking lots of 
it. A maximum of nine carioads have been 
alloted to California, providing this amount 
is ordered before the supply is exhausted. 

The California Farm Bureau Exchange, 
Dividend Bullding, San Francisco, is distrib- 
uting the acid. It already has orders for 
two carloads. No less than a carload of 26,- 
000 pounds can be shipped to any one point. 
It is stated that twenty-six or more individ- 
uals living near one distributing point may 
order a maximum amount of 1000 pounds 
apiece. Payment in full must be made in 
advance. The cost to the government is 
6 cents per pound, if cartridge form, and 
1 cent extré is added for handling. The 
freight rate to, California points averages 
3% cents per pound.

WORK ON JUNE DROP. 
VISALIA.—Believing that he is on the 
right track toward a solution of the “June 


drop” problem, Dr. P. A. Bonquet, Tulare 
county plant pathologist, will make this 
problem his chief work for next year. Dr. 
Bonquet’s experiments have led him to be- 
lieve that the drop is caused by a fungus. 
In arriving at this conclusion Dr. Bonqguet 
made experiments in 200 different orange 
groves during the past year. Into oranges 
taken from these groves he injected a prep- 
aration containing this fungus and in every 
case the oranges thus treated dropped.

MORE OBSERVATIONS 
ON “LONG” PRUNING.

|. Inasmuch as the greatest questions before 


horticultarists at the present time are in- 
creased and better market 
facilities, Was greatly interested 
on my recent ar- 

e on au t of prun by my good 
friend, V. F. Blanchard Ad- 
viser’s office. 

1 thought I made it perfectly plain that I 
did not condemn the “long” pruning system 
as promulgated by the agricultural exten- 
sion department. That the er stem is not 
understood-may be the cause of much that 
has appeared obscure about it. Perhaps the 
name is misleading. 

Mr. Blanchard emphasized the opening of 
the tree so that air and sunlight can enter. 
In the humble opinion of the writer, which 
may be from “casual observation,” that ia 
the prime cause of the increased yields from 
the “new” system. 

That the ideag of horticulturists have wun- 


pruning in the past few yeare is plainly evi- 
dent. Even two years Ago a white man 
could searcely get a job as a pruner. Cheap 
Asiatics were employed in the majority of 
cases, and if the ground was littered with 
branches when the joi was done, it was 
considered the orchard was pruned.

Asa boy the writer remembers well an 
old Belgian who used to help ys at our gar- 
dening work and in our orchards. He had 
many of the methods of pruning, budding and 
grafting that are the accepted ones of today, 
and he was as successful as any are today. 

While doing some work on a large Valen- 
cia grove in Orange county I said to the 
“I see you open your orange trees 
so as to let air and sunlight in. Do you find 
that the best method of priinmg?” His re- 
ply was: “We take care of our trees from 
the time they are set out and open them 
while young so we don’t have to do much 
pruning after they are grown.” That is the 


lem. Few trees are properly handled when 
set out. We are now working on a seven 
and onebalf-acre grove of two-year-old 
apricots. They were evidently good nur- 
sery stock when set out, but were improp- 
erly headed back, and at the end of the first 
year were not shaped up. Now, at the end 
of the second year, when they should be 
large enough to build up into vase form to 
make good strong frames for bearing pur- 
poses, they are all kinds of shapes and the 
work that should have been done last year 
has to be done now and that sets the orch- 
ard back two years in its bearing. The trees 
never will have the symmetrical shape and 
bearing fruitwood they would have had if 
properly headed back when planted, and 
shaped at the end of the first year. 

A seven-year-old lemon grove that I know 
of was never trimmed back to scaffold 
branches and sucker wood projects from 
two to eight feet above the tops of the 
bearing wood. Three years at least will be 
required to build these trees back to good 
bearing condition. 

There is another point in the question of 
fruit production and pruning problems and 
that is time and expense. It is hardly to be 
expected that orchards can be made to 


-| show as much improvement as experimental 


trees. In demonstrating these new systems, 
time is not an object. We have seen two 
men work an hour and a half on one tree. 
At 50 cent# per hour, that would mean a 
pruning expense of $1.50 per tree. When 
we bid on pruning an orchard 60 cents is 
about as high as the best of them will stand 
for, and most think it is highway robbery if 
more than 40 cents is asked, while some get 
faint at 25 cents. So professional pruners 
must prune four to six trees while the ex- 
perimenter is pruning one. All of these 
conditions have a bearing on the results. 

Another thing. This opening of the trees 
to light and air will strengthen the scaffold 
branches so they will bear a greater quan- 
tity of fruit without breaking and they will 
produce fruit wood way down on the crotch 
of the trees. How often we see trees that 
have no fruit on the lower six feet of the 
tree. All is borne on spindling branches at 
the top and only to be reached with a step- 
tadder. With help scarce and high priced, 
and fruit low, this cyts down the net profits 
and frequently gives a red ink balance when 
it could be otherwise, 

In conclusion, anyone contemplating 
starting an orchard should make a study of 
it firet, or secure competent assistance in 
laying out.

there are to all good rules. The nature of 
the soil and the season should be taken in- 
to consideration in determining the depth 
to which seed should be covered. During 
the winter months, in heavy soils, seed 
should not be covered very deep. if they 
are planted too deep, at a depth where the 
sun’s heat does not penetrate, they remain 
cold, and never germinate, but rot in the 
soil. Im the lighter types of soil, especially 
during the winter, the seed can be planted 
deeper, without fear of rotting, for the 
lighter soils take the heat much easier. If 
there ig a pdssibility of rain falling before 
the plants are above the surface, the seed 
should be covered very carefully, as a Ore- 
caution against washing out.

good weight in hens, cockerels for the 
broiling market and also the caponized 
fowl. Few persons realize the steadily 
growing market and high price that is paid 
for the capon, nor the delicacy of the meat. 

Dexter P. Upham, sapecialty poultry 
breeder of Belmar, N. J., after extensively 
and exclusively breeding along scientific 
lines, has produced the well established 
breed known as Black Jersey Giants, the 
birds having been originated by John and 
Western New Jersey, es the 
capon trade, 

They are quick-growing, have a single 
comb, are large and heavy, of Close black 
feather, with clean legs, and a dark green- 
ish sheen on back, wings, tail and neck. 
The mature males average fourteen 
pounds in weight and the females ten 
pounds. Capons average sixteen to eight- 
een pounds. One capon owned by Mr. Up- 
bam and exhibited at the Madison Square 
Garden Poultry Show in New York City in 
January, 1921, weighed twenty pounds, 
and is conceded to be the largest known 
bird of this type.

low temperatures or wind injuries involves 
a consideration of the question as to 
whether or not the rusults in crop produc- 
tion, made possible by protecion, will jus- 
tify the expense. 

The cost of equipping orchards for frost 
protection, and for maintaining and using 
this equipment, is fairly. well established 
for many districts. With this information,. 
and some knowledge of the probable value 
of the protected crops, an intelligent deci- 
sion can usually be reached 
visability of providing and maintaining 
equipment for frost protection i partic- 
ular orchard areas. 

The planting of windbreaks for protect- 
ing citrus trees from severe wind injuries 
is not so common at this time as ten years 
ago. Many established windbreaks have 
been removed during recent years, mainly 
on account of their campetition with neigh- 
boring citrus trees; and, in some instances 
at least, because of their harboring scales 
or other citrus pests. 


The consideration of the advisability of 
planting or maintaining windbreaks involves 
not only a study of their usefulmess as a 

ion from wind damage, but also 
their possible influence upon frost condi- 
tions, and their relation to the control of 
injurious citrus insects in ajacent 
orchards. 

Two or three introduced s of 
eucalyptus and our native Monterey Gypress 
have best stood the test of time as suit- 
able windbreaks for citrus orchards. Re- 
cently, a rapidly growing species of Tama- 
rix has been tried in several locations, ap 
parently with good results. These Tamarix 
articulata trees, under the conditions where 
they have been grown, so far as my ob 
servation goes, grow more rapidly than do 
either the eucalyptus or cypress trees, and 
provide an equally efficient windbreak. They 
have one apparent advantage over thé com- 
monly used trees for this purpose, in that 
they do not seem to compete with’ aa@ in- 
jure near by trees so much as do the euca- 
lyptus or cypress trees. 

CONTROL OF PESTS. 


One of the most frequent causes of old 
citrus tree decline is injury from scales or 
other insect pests, or troubles arising from 
the development of fungus diseases.

This includes the irrigable areas 
of Los Angeles, Orange, Ventura, Santa 
Barbara, San Diego and Imperial counties, 
in California. The total extent of these 
surveys, 547,733 square miles, is equal to the 
combined areas of Great Britain, France; 
and the German Empire before the war. 
In addition to the area surveyed in detail, 
about an equal extent of country has been 
covered by reconnaissance maps, the two 
together representing one-third the area of 
continental United States, and very much 
more than one-third of the arable lands of 
the Nation. Before buying a farm it would 
be well to inquire of the department whether 
or not it had made a survey of the locality. 
Tf so, and the report had been published, it 
may be had for the asking. 

It may be that in deciding to buy a farm, 
a definte type of agriculture has been de- 
termined upon. Some question will arise. 
Where can land best suited to that type be 
found? Upon what soils can growing be 
safely and profitably undertaken, or the 
production of the various kinds be followed, 
or the raising of hogs with alfalfa pasture 
as a feature in their management be en- 
gaged in? 

Perhaps you would establish a commercia} 
peach orchard, embark upon the growing of 


select suitable land. The records of the de 
partment show a steadily increasing ‘num- 
ber of persons using its soil publications in 
this way. .° 

The basis for the valuation of farm land 
and the foundation of the wealth of agricul- 
tural communities is the productiveness of 
the soil. It is therefore not surprising that’ 
concerns interested in the placing of farm 
loans, in the handling of rural mortgage 
securities, or in the financing of industrial

FARM WAGES STILL 
HIGH; PRODUCTS LOW. _ 


Farm wages are still much above the 
rates’ of 1916, the year before the United 
States entered the World War, although 
‘they have declined some from the rates of 
1920, the highest ever reached in this coun- 


try. A recent -investigation made by the 
department shows that, oy the month with 
board, the rate of 1921 is $29.48, as an av- 
erage for ‘the United States, a drop of 37 
per cent from the $46.89 of 1920. In 1916, 
the rate was $23.25: By the month without 
board, the rate declined from $64.95 to 
$42.65, or 34 per cent, and yet this year’s 
rate far exceeds the $32.83 of 1916. 

Harvest wages by the day declined near- 
ly as much in one year, from 1920 to 1921, 
or $3.60 to $2.12, as they gained in the four 
years 1916 to 1920, or $1.69 to $3.60. With-

OF SEWAGE SLUDGE. 


have made a study of the sewage situation 
of Los Angeles, that 240 tons of sewage 
sludge containing valuable fertilizing ele 
ments is wasted every day in the city’s out- 
fall sewer. The actual value of this sew- 
age #liudge after treatment depends upon 
the availability of the nitrogen contained’ 
in the sludge. The nitrogen in this sludge 
is only slowly available, being measured 
at the rate at which the sludge decomposes 
in the soil. | 

The tenacity with which sewage sludge 
retains its moisture makes it of added 
consideration in most parts of Southern 
erage of 79.34 per cent of moisture, and 
the composition of the dry material, accord- 
ing to engineers, is, minerals, 54.8 percent; 
organic matter, 45.2 per «ent; nitrogen, 1.56 
per cent; fats, 6.41 per cent. 

At none of the sewage treatment plants 
in the cities which have tried this method 
of sewage disposal is any cherge made for 
this slu according to report. The only 
cost to the farmer, therefore, is the haul- 
ing charge. 


WANTS SUGAR TARIFF... 


ZUNTINGTON BEACH.—A tariff is nec 
essary to save the sugar beet industry of 
the United States from ruin, said A. E. 
Carlton, president of the Holly Sugar Com- 
pany, owner of three factories in Orange 
county, in a recent letter to local factory 
officials. He stated that over a million acres 
are devoted to sugar beet culture, $60,000,- 
000 is paid to beet growers yearly, and an 
equal amount is expended in labor, lime 
rock, freight ahd supplies. With a normal 
sugar consumption in the United States of 
4,000,000, there is an available supply of 
over 8,000,000 tons, counting the Hawalian, 
Philippine and Rorto Rican sugar, admitted 
duty free. The beet producers are facing 
another year of joss, he averred. An ad- 
ditional tariff of % cents per pound will 
show a small profit for the factory and beet’ 
grower, and without this even the- creditors 
of the factories will not continue operations, 
he said. ; 


INTEREST IN PRUNING. 


A series of sixteen field demonstrations 
for the pruning of deciduous trees has 
just been conducted under the auspices of 
the Los Angeles County Farm Bureau in 
all parts of the county. Vincent F. Blanch- 
ard. of the Agricultural Extension Service 
was in charge of the work. There was an 
average attendance of sixty-five growers, 
which indicates that there is still much in- 
terest in pruning. A feature of the series‘ 
was the comparing of trees in the various 
pruning plots, some headed back and some 
long pruned. The plan of thinning out suf- 
ficiently to let sunlight penetrate to all

It takes some time for onion seed to 
germinate, but if they are planted careful- 
ly, about a quarter of an inch deep, then no 
special care is necessary to bring them up. 
They require no thinning out, unless they 
are very thick. They transplant readily.

SOLDIERS’ HOME HAS 
THRIVING APIARY. 


SAWTELLE.—Owing to the efforts, of 
Capt. M. 8. Murray, Quartermaster of 
the Soldiers’ Home at Sawtelle, that insti- 
tution mow has a thriving apiary of 
colonies, the outgrowth of a collection of 
seventeen wild swarms gathered barely 
three years ago. This apiary, probably 
‘the only one of its kind at any of the Sol- 
diers’ Homes in the United States, is.on 
a paying basis, showing a satisfactory pro- 
duction now while bee men generally are 
complaining of a lack of honey. is 


Capt. Murray is always upon the watch 
for some additional dainty for his mess 
halls, and makes use “of all food products 
that come his-way. When there is an over- 
production of vegetables or fruits he cans 
them, and it is said to be due largely to 
this fact that the mortality in this Home 
is lower than that at others. This is as- 
cribed to the fact that in other Homes, 
due to the chill of winter with its frosts 
and snows, it is difficult to secure any but 
winter vegetables and but few of thése, the 
result being that the veterans receive a 
steady diet, according to their menus, of 
salt pork or cured meats and only potatoes 
or onions. Members become nervous and 
emaciated and the hospitals fill, the death 
rate increases and hundreds pass on to 
the “eternal camping grounds.”

CAMPHOR CULTURE 
MAY BE TRIED. 


Apiary at Soldiers’ 


The continued high price of camphor, 
and the more extensive use of canfphor in 
this country has led the Federal Bureau of 
Plant Industry to undertake experiments 
with the culture of camphor trees and the 
distillation of the leaves and bark for the 
commercial product, with the result that it 
is anounced that the growing of camphor 
trees for this purpose in those parts of 
Southern California where the temperature 
does not get below 16 deg. Fahrenheit may 
prove profitable, if a sufficient acreage cah 
be planted to warrant the establishment of 
a distillation plant. The Japanese have a 
monopoly on the production of the camphor, 
taking the preduct from forest trees in For- 
mosa, arid the Orientals are exacting a con- 
tinually higher price for the product. 

The camphor shade tree is a common 
sight in Southern California, and in some 
parts of the Southern States. There are 
also hedges made of camphor trees which. 
are very desirable. The shade tree is the 
camphor tree of commerce, and actual dis- 
tillations of camphor from the leaves and 
branches of Southern California trees have 
been made in experiments which go to 
show that the California camphor tree is

The plant industry technil- 
cians state that 200 acres are required to 
make it profitable for a distillery to be oper- 
ated.

‘per cent. This will give from 175 to 200 
pounds of marketable camphor per acre, 
worth, at present prices, $70 to $89. 

In distilling, the cuttings of leaves and 
branches are thrown into a centrifuge, and 
the oil is extracted by this means. Subli- 
mation in iron kettles produces the trans- 
parent camphor. 

It is thought that stretches of sandy land 
glong the coast in Southern California gen- 
erally unfit for any other agricultural pur- 
pose might be planted to camphor trees, 
which would hold the sand, act as wind- 
breaks, and might produce some income. 
The trees require no care Offer the first 
year, where the rainfall exceeds twelve 
inches annually. 


~ YUCAIPA APPLE CROP 
PASSES PREDICTIONS. 


YUCAIPA.—The apple packing season in 
the Yucaipa Valley is over with the excep- 
tion of the packing of windfalls for South- 
ern California trade. Up in Oakglen, a mile 
up in the mountains, the packing of apples 
will continue for another two weeks, The 
season crop in the Yucaipa Valley passed 
all predictions. A small portion of the crop 
only has been sold f.o.b., the greater part 
of it having been placed in cold storage to 
be seld at winter prices. What this fruit 
will bring is of course problematical, but 
there is every indication of a good market. 
The government reports show the apple 
<rop to be only 43 per cent of normal, which 
should make for good prices. The sale of 
the crop will bring to the growers of the 
valley close to a million dollars. “:

A sale of grade Holsteins at Burr farm, 
Los Angeles, on November 25, resulted in 
an average of about $200 per lead for forty 
head of fresh cows. Every cow had -been 
under test by—the Cow Testing Association 
of the Farm Bureau. The highest record 
cow in.the sale made 1900 pounds of milk 
and 115 pounds of butterfat in October and 
sold to George Hale of Pixley for $315.
